Forty nine percent of the 
defendants were unemployed, 
while 46 percent had been pre- 
viously-charged with criminal 
or traffic violations. (with 23 
percent having prior felony 
charges), according to the 
report. 

The study further indicated 
that 58 percent of the defend- 
ants, represented by attorneys 
were indigent. 

The study was conducted to 
provide information to the pub- 
lic about the local criminal jus- 
tice system. 

Perry J. Palumbo, planner 
with the research group, said a 
study conducted in 1983 in 
Franklin County Common 
Pleas Court. showed similar 
results. 

The study was funded by the 
city of Columbus and the 
Frankimn Gournty GConmmussion 
ers, he said. He couldn't assess 
the total cost of both studies. 

Palumbo said in 1984, the 
city spent $180,000 to jail 
defendants charged with dis- 
orderly conduct. 

An analysis of the finding 
also indicated that both white 
and Black defendants had sim- 
ilar percentages of those who 
had prior charges (40 percent 
of white defendants, and 50

At Washington sits at his desk, in 
his corner office overlooking the 
Scioto River downtown. He is sur- 
rounded by a career in boxes--the 
accumulated history of a public 
service career devoted to bringing 
Blacks into the mainstream of bus- 
iness activity in Ohio.

A message for Black businesses | 


Ms. O.E.B. is a poet and writer 
and she reads my column in the 
Washington, D.C. Black papers. 

Her regard for me is very high-- 
“one of the truest civil rights com- 
rades we have left.” | quote her not 
only because I'm flattered, but to 
show that there is someone in the 
public’s eye that she respects. 

The remainder of her letter was 
not kind to “Black politicians, 
Black-use-to-be civil rights lead- 
ers, Black educators and Black 
entrepreneurs...they wear talk 
out.” 
Specifically, she is concerned 
about the enormous self-hatred 
she sees expressed among Blacks 
and the exploitation of the Black 
“underclass” by those who make 


.it. “They forget where they come _ 


from. This is the reason why | will 
walk two and a half blocks from 
where | live and purchase pro- 
ducts from a non-Black store. 


“The Black businesses have 
unfair prices, they have no com- 
munity concerns and 70 percent of 
the time, the store isn't clean 
enough. They have very little 
respect for their customers and to 
show courtesy seems to be a sin,” 
the lady wrote. 

Ms. O.E.B. wrote me in the first 
place to respond to my column cal- 
ling on the Black consumer who 
spends only 6.6 percent of his/her 
purchasing power with Black 
businesses to increase it. The 
response to the idea has been uni- 
versally excellent and scores are 
responding to get their Freedom 
Card for Black Consumer Month 
in October. 

! am also getting one objection 
to the idea—trom virtually all of 
those who are enthusiastic. It is 
the concern expressed by Ms. 
0.E.B. 

In other words, the Black com- 
munity is ready for self-help and 


vice after a tumultuous 30 months 
in one of the toughest jobs in state 
government--State Equal Em- 
ployment Opportunity (EEO) 
Coordinator. 

In the daily press, much had 
been made of Washington's 
absences from his job, and the

And Blacks 
are fed up with high prices in the 
name of Blackness and see no dif- 
ference in insulting behavior 
whether from a White store owner 
or a Black one.

The very people--Blacks in 
business--that our Buy Freedom 
Month will directly help are the 
very ones who by their own insen- 
sitive behavior can destroy that 
potential. ; 


Neither is Ms. O.E.B. convinced, 
as | am, that the Black business 
person will create more jobs for 
Blacks, if Blacks create more 
wealth for him or her. 


But, Ms. O.E.B., consider your 
options. The federal government 
and this country’s economy have 
demonstrated that they cannot—or 
will not--bring joblessness below 
20 percent for Black adults or 50 
percent for Black teens. 


The Biack male has become his 
own worst enemy. Black families 
are disintegrating. Black children 
are producing Black babies into a 
cycle of poverty. No matter how 
many affirmative action programs 
that are started, we don't catch up 
with White income. Neither has the 
large increase of Blacks in elected 
office dented the problem.

Work on the mid-corridor 
area--which extends from the 
Ohio Center on the west to 
Nelson Rd. on the east -- will 
not proceed until 1987.

Middle schools might benefit 
from interscholastic program 


Middle school students in 
Columbus Public School can- 
not participate in interscholas- 
tic sports. Some say that's 
good. others aren't so sure. Put 
me in the latter category. 

When the Board of Educa- 
tion changed in 1980 from a 
junoir high format to the mid- 
die school system, inter- 
scholastic sports were elimi- 
nated for the pre-high 
schoolers. Inthe good old days 
five years ago. junior high 
schools (seventh, thru ninth 
grade) were really “junior” 
high schools. 


Officials at the Board of 
Education stated that athletics 
were eliminated for al schools 
below the high school level to 
allow more students to benefit 
by participating in intramural 
programs.

Ln my view, there were many 
advantages to having inter- 
scholastic sports programs in 
the junior high system. | think

While the Olid Boys Network 
worked for Frasier, it does not 
hold much promise of produc- 
ing many high-ranking Black 
éxecutives. The simple, if 
unfortunate fact, is that Blacks 
and whites too seldom are suf- 
ficiently intimate with each 
other for such connectioris to 
be frequently made. 

Executive search firms-- 
headhunters--could hold the 
key to advancement for Black 
aspirants. Such firms pride 
themselves on finding talented 
individuals who fit the profiles 
given them by their corporate 
clients. 

The major reason executive 
search firms have not pro- 
duced more Black executives 
is simply that they have not 
been asked to. If the headhun- 
ters were directed to bring in 
Black scalps, they would either 
find them or find themselves 
another line of work. : 

When Columbus executives
